NO COMMITMENT TO 
ARMS IS INCLUDED 


Naval Limitation and Sub- 
marine Clauses Were 
Passed Unanimously—No 
Obligation to Join in De- 
fense Specified.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The 


four-Power Pacific treaty, together 
with its supplements and _reserva- 
tions, and the naval limitation and 
submarine treaties weer ordered fav- 
orably reported today by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

The reservation attached by the 
committee to the four-Power pact 


embodies the compromise suggested 
after conference with President 
Harding and declares that nothing 
in the treaty shall be construed as 
forming an “alliance.” It was ap- 
proved by a 10 to 3 vote. 

Measure Sent to Senate. 

Also by a division of 10 to 3, with 
Senator Borah, Idaho, and Johnson, 
California, Republicans, and Shields, 
Democrat, Tennessee, voting in the 
negative, the four-Power treaty then 
was ordered reported to the Senate. 

The vote by which the naval limi- 
tation and submarine treaties were 
favorably reported was unanimous. 

Several other votes were taken on 
proposed substitutes to the commit- 
tee compromise reservation, but the 
administration leaders secur@ég the 
defeat of all of them and the reser- 
vationists abanuoned all attempts to 
further quality the four-Power and 
other treaties in committee. They 
said their acquiescence in favorable 
committee action simply meant, 
however, that they were ready to 
transfer their fight to the open Sen- 
ate. 

Reservation Is Compromise. 

As it will be embodied in the re- 
port on the four-Power treaty, the 
compromise reservation approved by 
the committee follows: 

“The United States understands 
that under the statement in the pre- 
amble or under the _ terms of this 
treaty, there is no commitment to 
armed force, no alliance, no obliga- 
tion to join in any defense.”

When 
Landru appeared he was clad in dark 
trousers and white shirt. His heard, 
which was one of his most striking 
characteristics, and which had be- 
come familiar to thousands through 
publication of his portrait during the 
trial, was trimmed, his head was 
shaven, his neck and face were 
deathly pale. 

He walked exactly five steps be- 
fore the executioner’s assistants 
caught him around the waist and 
leveled him on the table, which was 
immediately upended; the. heavily 
'weighted knife slid down, and the 
| whole affair was over in less than 
| 20 seconds. 

Landru never faltered from the 
time he appeared in the door. He 
gave the_ guillotine one look, 
‘squared his shoulders and walked 
erect, uttering not a word. 

Salute as He Goes to Death. 

The crowd, which had been kept 
at such a distance that it saw noth- 
ing of the: details, uttered no cry, 
and the silence was only broken by 
the bugles sounding reveille in the 
nearby barracks, and the Angelus 
bells. The platoon of cavalry’ with 
sabers bared saluted as the ‘‘mystery 
man” went to his death.

Suit for cancellation of a $100,000 
insurance policy was filed today in 
the Circuit Court by the New York 
Life Insurance Co., which alleges 
that Clatence J. Curby committed 
suicide. The policy was made pay- 
able to the widow of Curby, who was 
president of the Automobile Club of 
Missouri! and vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Smith and Davis 
Manufacturing Co. 

As is known, Curby, who was 39 
years old, was found dead, with a 


bullet wound in his head, in a room 
on the third floor of his home, 4 


Washington terrace, Feb. 11, and a 
Coroner's verdict of accident was ree _ 


turned. He had gone to the third 
floor as he told his wife, to clean his 
firearms, of which he had several. 


Tendcr of $8534 Made, 

The suit further alleges that Cur- 
by contemplated committing suicide 
when he took out the policy, Feb. 
27, 1920. It makes tender of pay- 
ment of accrued premiums and in- 
terest, a total of $8534.70, under a 
clause which provided for such pay- 
ment in leu of full value of the 
policy in the event Curby should end 
his life within two years after the 
date of issuance. The policy was not 
contestable for any cause two years 
after date of issuance, and that 
period would have expired totmor- 
row. Curby carried another $100,- 
000 policy in the New York Life, is- 
sued more than two years ago and 
not now contestable for any cause. 

The petition does not offer any 
Statement in support of its allega- 
tion that Curby committed suicide. 

Misreprese Alleged. 

The prayer of the petition is for 
the cancellation of the $100,000 pol- 
icy. It alleges that Curby “induced 
and procured the plaintiffs into en- 
tering into the contract for the pol- 
icy by false, fraudulent and highly 
material misrepresentation, by con- 
cealing from the plaintiff matters 
which were highly material for the 
plaintiff to know and which Curby 
knew and the plaintiff did not know 
at the time.” 

At the local offices of the New 
York Life it was stated t 
of Curby’s death had been 
ed to the general offices in New 
York, and that any investigation of 
the circumstances of Curby’s death 
and any instructions for filing suit 
to cancel the policy were issued di- 
rect from the New York office.
